Two Deaths Result From 
Severe Cold In Alabama 


Alabama counted two dead Tues- 
day ag the coldest weather since 
last February held the State fast 
in its grip, with indications that 
relief would not come for anoth- 
er day. 

The first death reported was an 
unidentified negro, who was found 
frozen to death in the negro dis- 
trict of Birmingham, 

A short time later the death of 
R. A. Adams, railroad employe, 
Was reported. Adamg slipped on 
ice and, died of injuries. 

Temperatures ranged from four 
at Huntsville to 24 at Mobile. 

Florence reported six degrees; 
Birmingham, 10; Tuscaloosa, 13; 
Montgomery, 18; Dothan, 20. 

Chicago was the hardest hit of 
the nation’s largest cities. Seven 
deaths occurred: there, Fay below 
zero temperatures were reported 
in Minnesota.

Pay Rural Teachers, Ena- 


bling Schools To Continue 


MONTGOMERY, Feb. 4.—Ad- 
Vised by Congressman Lister Hill 
that Federal funds had been made 
available, effective at once, for 
payment of salaries of teachers of 
rural schools and schools in towns 
With a population of 5,000 or un 
dey in Alabama, Dr. A, F, Harman, 
State Superintendent of Education, 
said that action assured operation 
of all of these publie schools for 
normal terms, 

The notice from Congressman 
Hill was contained in a telegram 
dispatched by him from Washing- 
ton to Dr, Harman, as follows: 
“Delighted to advise you Director 
Harry Hopkins advises me that the 


Civil Works Administration — will 
supply money necessary for all 
rural schools in Alamaba and all 


schools in towns with population 
of 5,000 or under to operate for 
their normal term, 

“Hopkins advises that today he 
hus not the facts or figures to tell 
you just how much money will be 
sent you for the month of Febru- 
ary but he has advised Thad Holt, 
State Director CWA, for him to 
honor all checks of teachers which 
have been approved by him and 
by you as State Superintendent of 
Wdueation.” 

Dr, Harman was unable to say 
definitely last night just how much 
would be required to complete nor 
mal public school terms through- 
out the State for the present school 
year, but estimated the necessary 
ut approximately $1,500,000. Some 
26 or 29 cities in the State will 
not be benefitted, because of the 
population limit, he» said. 

In order to obtain the Federal 
emergency school money, rural 
school distriets and towns eligible 
for the relief will be called upon 
to establish that they have made 
an earnest effort to maintain their 
schools with their own resources. 

While no part of the money will 
be available to the city schools of 
Montgomery, finances will be pro- 
vided for the aid of county schools 
here, it is understood, Though the 
county has not imposed the district 
millage tax for education, it has 
levied and is now collecting a gaso- 
line tax which yields more revenue 
than the other had it been au- 
thorized. 

The first indication to reach Dr. 
Harman that Federal aid to meet 
the publie school crisis in Alaba- 
ma was in prospect, was contain- 
ed in a telegram received by him 
Thursday from L. R, Alderman, Di- 
rector, HWmergency Educational 
Program, of the Federal Emergen- 
cy Relief Administration, in Wash- 


ington. In his message, Mr. Al- 
derman said: 
“Decision made here increases 


educational allotment to States for 
communities less than 5,000 popu- 
lation where districts have made 
maximum financial effort to keep 
elementary and secondary schools 
open, Relief teachers may be sup- 
plied when local and State funds 
will be exhausted to continue 
school normal term with same 
teaching load. Teachers already 
employed whose sole source of in- 
come is their salary may be con- 
tinued, Pay not higher than stipu- 
lated during current year, No 
funds for administration janitorial 
service maintenance equipment or 
supplies and none for back salaries. 
This will be under same adminis- 
trative set up ag other educational 
projects under approved State 
plan. Please furnish this office 
today if possible with estimate of 
funds needed for February for 
this purpose.” 

Dr, Harman immediately replied 
he would answer within the next 
few hours giving the estimated 
amount of funds needed in Ala- 
bama for February; and later wir- 
ed Mr. Alderman as follows: 

“Replying further to your tele- 
gram February first. After calcu- 
lations by statistical and financial 
attaches of this Department we es- 
timate $500,000 needed for month 
of February, This estimate made 
in terms of your telegram namely 
to keep elementary and secondary 
schools open this month,” 

The following day, Dr. Harman, 
in a letter to Mr. Alderman, said: 


“Yesterday I wired you our best 
estimate concerning funds needed 


to close in operation during the 
month of February. Our estimate 
of $500,000 was based on actual 
monthly salary pay roll and on 
statements concerning the probable 
date of closing of schooly sent to 
this Department during the — first 
week in January, Since those re- 
ports were made there have been 
some revisions of which we do not 
have a complete record, 
have a complete check on all coun- 
ties and cities to date we nay fin! 
that our present estimate may be 
reduced, somewhat, 

“We are today sending out a 
request for full information from 
il counties and cities and should 
have available within a short time 
a figure which will represent yetual 
needs rather than our best esti- 
mate,”

The whole community was made 
sorrowful when word was received 
Wednesday afternoon that Prof, 
Frank L. Rives, teacher of English 
in the Elba High sehool, had died 
in a hospital at Troy, 

Professor Rives had been confin- 
ed to his bed at tic home of W. M, 
Brunson for several days, suffer- 
ing from rheumatism. Last Friday 
night he is reported to have swal- 
lowed some liquefied bichloride of 
mercury by accident, mistaking: it 
in the dark for other medicine. 
He had been using the poisonous 
mixture for his rheumatic ailment, 
As soon as he realized his mistake, 
he gave the alarm and medical aid 
was summoned.

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CWA Workers Reduced To 
County’s Quota of 1,500; All 
Local Projects Continuing 


“The orders from Civil Works 
Administrators last week to imme- 
diately reduce the number of 
workers engaged in this work 
throughout the state took a rather 
heavy toll in Coffee county and 
hundreds who have been on the 
OWA pnuy rolls have been cut off. 
Some of these had been on for only 
a few weeks, while others had been 
on ever since the work was started 
in the county, 

The Elba levee, which has em- 
ployed the largest number of men, 
suffered the biggest cut of all proj- 
eets. However, this work is going 
forward, work having been resum- 
ed Tuesday morning after a sus- 
pension on account of bad weath- 
er. The time limit of twenty-four 
hours per week is being adhered 
to in this work, as well as all oth- 
er CWA projects in the City, in- 
cluding the Airport, City Beauti- 
fication, Malaria and Sanitation, 
und Typhus Control, The 24-hour 
per week regulation applies to 
these projects on account of the 
jopulation restriction. Elba is 
classed in those cities having more 
than 2,500 population. CWA of- 
ficinls were hopeful that these 
projects could be held under a 
ciffevent classification and thereby 
put into effect the ‘“spread-the 
work” plan, giving additional men 
cmployment, but this latter pian 
could not be operated here. 

Road projects and all other 
county projects have been affected 
hy the cut, The time on these 
projects will be only 15 hours per 
week per man. While this will 
necessarily retard the work to a 
ereat degree, all projects will be 
kept going and it is safe to say 
that the maximum amount of work 
will be received from the forces 
that will be left on these jobs. 

The following statement in re« 
enurd to the reduction of the quota 
of men has been issued from the 
office of Mr. J, C, Robbins, Coun- 
ty Administrator of the CWA: 

’ “On orders received from Mont- 
vomery it was necessary to reduce 
the quota in Coffee County to 
1,500. This, of course, had to be 
done hurriedly, and we tried to 
do it by the fairest method we 
could think of. 

“First we took off men who own- 
ed trucks and teams from the 
levee, A man could not have a 
team or truck and work himself. 

“Next we took off all men who 
had been on CWA all the way 
through. And then we took off the 
men who had been at work the 
longest period of time. 

“This was the fairest method we 
could start on. 

“We invite the citizens of Cof- 
fee County to show us at any time 
where any man working on any 
CWA project who does not actual- 
ly need the money could be re- 
placed by some one who is in 
need.” 

Those who have been keeping 
up with developments all along the 
line with reference to the CWA 
are not surprised that this reduc- 
tion has been ordered, and are con- 
fidently expecting other reductions 
within the near future, as it has 
been stated by officials in Wash- 
ington that the CWA will gradual- 
ly be reduced to the vanishing 
point, 

Farmers or tenants who expect 
to make a crop this year will no 
doubt .be removed from the lists, 
if they have not already been cut 
off, as it is not the policy of the 
CWA to interfere with the agri- 
cultural operations of the county. 
Officials state that it has been and 
will be the policy of the office to 
remove any tenant at any time 
when they have a request to do 
so from any landlord. 

Coffee is not the only county af- 
fected by the cut in CWA work. 
Practically every county in the 
state is undergoing the same pro- 
cedure, The following announce- 
mont in regard to the order is tak- 
en from The Montgomery Adver- 
tiser of last Friday, February 9:
